17, 1834. 
“Tam sorry to state, that your paper, is 
notreceived regularly here, owing to the 
irregularity of the post oflice—this irregu- 
larity prevented a number of very interest- 
ing communications, which were destined. 
for the Paul Pry, from arriving at Wash- 
ington. However, from such a fountain as 
the City Post Office, what kind of streams 
must we expect? Such as they are—per- 
verted, corrupt and venal. ‘The proximity 
however, of Alexandria to Washington, in- 
duces me to believe that the true and gepu- 
ine beauties of Paul Pry will shine with 
us in all the lustre of blooming youth, and 
not come as before, without even a pair of 
crutches, to support declining strength. 
There is no news afloat at present, worth 
communicating—I expect to be able, in x 
few weeks, to give you an interesting ac- 
count of the proceedings ef. the Metho- 
dist phalanx» which has Titerally crowded 
our streets¥or the last two weeks, and will, 
luaderstand, about that time, change the: 
scene of their deeds, from Alexandria to 
some other quarter. Since their arrival a- 
mongst us, the cakes, taffy, oragges, apples 
“somne hoe genus” have averaged a loss of 
90 per cent per diem: To see them coming 
down the streets, at night, in groups, prow- 
ling like dheir kindred species, seeking 
whom they may devour—you would be o- 
bliged to exclaim that cither h——|} was 
broke Joose or Pandora’s box was opened 
inthe streets of Alexandria—but more of 
this akon—in the mean, 1 remain iv-haste, 
Your sincere friend:’”
